THURSTON RIFLES.

After the polltleal exmpalgn of 1802 had
become a memory of the pust and the variois
elubs  had  disbanded, the famous Zonave
Flambeau ¢lub of the Fifth ward doclded to
retain its arganization.

The Idea of Beeoming a etate militla com
pany. and the diMealty of obtaining o «uitabl
wrmory In which to drill were the prlneipsl
obatacles which were gradunlly overcome and
on Bemtumber 13, 1803, a reorganization was
accomplished and named “Thurston Rifles,"
in honor of Omaha's worthy representative In
congresy, Senutor John M, Thurston, Arthur
H. Scharff, whose abillty as a milltary com-
mander i well known, was made caplaln
and through hie efforts the rifles have idt-
talned a high mark of proficlency in military

The company moved from North Twentleth
street 1o thelr present armory on Harpey

Organized September 13, 1863 Two days

later the handsome silk fag was unfurled In
the May breczes of Memorial doy, when the
company headad the processlon to Hanscom
park with ninety men in their ranks. They
began drilliog at once and on July 4, 184,
the Thurstone were victorions 1o thelr first
competitive dreill, thelr rivials  being  the
Omaha Guards, who untll then were consid-
ered the crack military company of the state
It was a great victory for the Rifles and
while but eight months old, the idea of de-
feating A company ssvén years thelr senlor
and one that had become famous was a source
of much Jubllant feeling for the Rifes.

The Rifles again came befora the pubile
during the labor trouble at South Omaha last
August and were highly pralsed for services
rendered, Being the largest, ag well as the
best drilled, company they were stationed In
the most dangerous places, After the strike
the Riflles went to the encampment of the
Nebraska national guard at Lincolp, the
principal event of which was the competitive
drill for the governor's challénge cup. There
wire o be regular army officers as Judges
and the eup was to be awarded by thelr
declgion, The drill of the Rifles could not
be equnled and Instead of recelving the
trophy, which was won fair and square, they
rocelved the decigion of the judges, which
was framed and hung in the vestibule of the
Armory.

Previous to the 4th of July contest Lisuten-
ant Johnson was obliged to reslgn as chief

of the secopd platoon on aecount of business
and Mr. J. Hayward was elected to succeed
him.
